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NEW COUNTY SITUATION.

There have been no develop-
ments in the New County situa-
tion since the last issue of The
Herald. The situation is about
the rame as that explained in last
week’s paper. The governor has
selected the surveyor who will
test the accuracy of Messrs.
Hamby and Beatty's figures by
running lines across the county
but it is not known when he will
begin work. On the other hand
Messrs. Hamby and Beatty are
standing by their report and
feel con* dent that the new sur-
vey will not reduce the area’ of
Marion to less than 900 square
miles. The New County advo-
cates also have an abundance of
faith in the accuracy of the report
made by the official surveyors and
the general opinion is that an-
other survey is but another move
of the opposition to gain time and
to establish grounds for a ccntest
in the supreme court. From
present indications it seems that
the fight will end in the supreme
court anyway for the reason that
the opposition would not be con-
tent with a report from the new
surveyor were it to show that
Messrs. Hamby and Beatty were
right, and thereis no reason to
believe the advocates of the New
County would quietiy accept as
final the report of the new sur-
veyor were it to show that Messrs.
Hamby and Beatty were wrong.
And so there the matter rests.
Anyway you look at the situation
there is every prospect of a legal
battle in the higher courts before
the question can be submitted to
the people. It reminds one of
of the editor who wrote of a de-
parted warrior as ‘‘A  battle-
scarred veteran,’”’ and when the
printer inserted an '‘0” in the
place of an “'a’ in the word ‘‘bat-
tle"’ there were lots of law-suits
and swearing before the matter
was ended. The New County
seems to be facing just such a
situation.
